WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. 


In a circular letter dated the last day of last year a well- 
known brokerage concern takes that occasion to review condi- 
tions in the canned goods market during the past few years. 
Their specialty is Wisconsin canned peas, and it will not be 
denied that Mr. Frank T. Stare is fully capable to handle that 
article and speak with authority in respe>t to its history. 

He reminds us that the pea packers have not had prosper- 
ous years lately, and we quote the following paragraph:— 

‘When one attempts to analyze the cause of these condi- 
tions, one comes to the conclusion that the canner himself is 
largely responsible for these conditions. The canning industry 
is a good deal like Topsy ; it ‘just grew,’ and while it’s growth 
has developed and brought into the lime light a few high-grade 
business men, the great majority of packers have not proven 
themselves to be the thoughtful, far-seeing business men who 
control most other manufacturing industries. The average 
packer is not familiar enough with his own business. He does 
not take into consideration the cost of production, and is too 


largely influenced by imaginary conditions when placing a value 
on his products. 


‘‘Comparatively speaking, the future looks good. We are 
facing practically a bare market, so far as staple canned goods 
are concerned. The jobbers show an inclination to buy futures 
liberally. This is particularly true of Wisconsin peas. It looks 
as if a little team work on the part of the canners at this time 
might result in an era of prosperity for them.’’ 

’ Practically the same thing has been said, in other words, 
many times, and we are inclined to believe the packers of peas, 
as well as all uther articles, are drawing nearer to a ‘‘harmoni- 
ous condition,’’ but the man to start and manage such a move- 
ment has never been found, as yet. 

All reports regarding the canned pea situation during the 
past week agree that future sales have been notable and that 
the situation is very much stronger. The market favors the 
holder at this writing. 

In tomatoes, the past week, business has been rather brisk 
for this season of the year but it must be remembered that this 


cans THE TRADE. 


is not the month for large orders and the word ‘‘brisk’’ must 
not be over-estimated in its meaning. Prices continue to ad- 
vance slightly; the statistical report evidently having considera- 
ble to do with this increase in values. It shows a pack of toma- 
toes 3,730,000 cases less than the average for the past three 
years. In view of the fact that neither canners nor wholesalers 
have any large stocks on hand, it would seem to be a certainty 
that canned tomatoes will be exhausted some time before the 
1911 packing season. Combined with this shortage is the knowl- 
edge that the goods have been packed to show a better quality 
than in previous years and this is causing a much increased con- 
sumption. 

When jobbers have caught their breath after the busy 
stock-taking season, the chances are they will lose it again in 
their efforts to buy good standard tomatoes. A scramble in the 
market would not surprise some of the best posted men. We 
find standard No. 3 tomatoes quoted at 8oc. at this writing, 
with indications of them reaching 82%c. before this Review 
gets to your desk. 

While the Statistical report seems to have had considerable 
influence upon peas and tomatoes it is worth noting that the 
same report has had no effect upon the price of canned corn. The 
report stated peas and tomatoes to be less than a normal pack 
but it gave canned corn a very much increased output and you 
would naturally suppose that the price would drop considerably. 
This, however, has not been the case and while corn has not ad- 
vanced it has made no heavy declines and, in fact, we fail to 
note any decline in prices, except in three instances. These 
changes, in New York, show that No. 2 Shoepeg, extra fancy, 
has dropped from $1.20 to $1.15, No. 2 Maine style from 87%c. 
to 85c., and No. 2 Maine, extra standard, from $1.00 to 9734c. 
These changes are trivial and remembering that this is the dull 
season it does not behoove any holder of corn to shade prices if 
he can afford to wait a month. One well-posted broker says it 
is probable March rst will see every packer with bare ware- 
houses on this article, and he predicts a dollar market very 
shortly. 

Berries and small fruits have been strongly held for some 
time now, and we note in a table compiled by Messrs. Thos. J. 
Meehan & Co., the Baltimore brokers, that practically all berries

closed the year at a very much higher price than at the opening 
of 1910. No. 10 standard strawberries closed at $5.50, whereas, 
they opened at $3.50, a difference of $2.00 per dozen. Blue- 
berries, red and black raspberries and gooseberries all show 
advances over the opening figures, and the great majority of 
these goods are now ruling at higher prices than any time dur- 
ing 1910 with some articles entirely sold out. Cherries, damsons 
and plums appear to have fallen off about 15c. per dozen, but 
the opening prices on these goods were high. 

Beans of all kinds have closed either at the same figure as 
when the year opened, or have advanced slightly. We can find 
only one article of this variety that declined, and that is No. 2 
standard string beans, which opened at 55c. and closed at 5oc. 

Apples advanced considerably and are now bringing good 
prices. Canned pears varied, the second quality goods having 
declined from five to ten cents per dozen, while the extra quality 
goods advanced about the same amount. 

In cans and canners’ metals there is nothing new to report. 
Last week we published an announcement from one of the large 
manufacturers, and a glance through other trade papers, circu- 
lars, etc., would seem to reveal the fact that we were about the 
first todo so. More manufacturers in this line will probably 


follow that move before the week ends, but at this writing we 
have not been advised of any others doing so.

CHICAGO, January 3, IgI0. 

Achievements of the Year.—The conditions of business 
and progress of trade have in this big country of ours become to 
a great extent interdependent and, therefore, comparative. 
From statistics which we have collected and the condition of 
demand, and trend of prices, we know what has been achieved 
in the canned food line, but it is well to look around us and see 
what has been done in other lines, in order that we may, by 
comparison, know what the commercial equilibrium is and to 
what extent we can rely upon the stability of condition or antic- 
ipate better conditions that exist. Here are a few readings of 
the commercial thermometer for the past year from which we 
can read the future, viz: 


The gross railroad earnings for 1910 are about 14 per cent. 
more than for 1908 and about 12 per cent more than for 1go9. 


The gain over 1908 was therefore about 21 per cent. The 
decrease from 1909 was about 3 per cent.—not quite, however. 

Chicago bank clearings for 1910 exceeded those for 1909 
about 2 per cent., and exceeded those of 1908 about 9% per 
cent. 

The bank clearings for New York City heavily exceed in 
I910 those for 1908 about 35 per cent., but decreased below 
those of 1909 about 6 per cent.

Not Guilty.—Tuer Trapk very generously and kindly last 
week announced that I had become a canned goodsbroker and I 
admit the charge. In the order of evolution I have now been a 
commercial traveler, a retail grocer, a trade paver editor, a poli- 
tician, a wholesale grocer, and I am nowa broker. Noone has, 
however, ever accused me of being a canned goods packer. 

Big Convention.—From rumblings I can hear when hold- 
ing my ear to the ground I predict that the National Convention 
of the canning and allied industries to be held at Miitwaukee Feb. 
6-11, 1911, will be the best and largest ever held. Every one I 
can hear of is going to attend.

YORK MARKET. 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


NEw YorRK, January 4, Ig1o. 

The Market.—It is too early after the opening of the year 
for the market to feel any considerable impulse toward improve- 
ment, either in price or demand. Still inquiries have begun to 
come in and buyers apparently begin to realize that something 
must be done to secure the stocks of which they will shortly 
stand in need. Accordingly there is some effort to discover 
what holders are likely todo. Compared with last season at 
this time the market presents rather better possibilities, but 
aside from that there is practically no change. Buyers are 
taking only what they must, and there is no disposition to cre 
ate new difficulties until something occurs to help solve the old 
ones. It is recognized, however, that in the leading varieties 
supplies are small, or even short, and that whoever buys will 
have to pay full outside prices for the goods. No furtherstimu- 
lus than this will be needed when the situation fully develops. 
It may be noted in a general way that jobbers show little or no 
disposition to take hold of futures, with the exception of peas, 
which have gone rather better up to this time so far as Wis- 
consin is concerned. In other lines indifference is the rule. 

Tomatoes.—The market seems firm, with little stock 
available in any quarter under 77%c. to 80c, for full standard 
Maryland 3s, and 55c. to 6oc. for 2s. Up to $2.80 is asked for 
No. ros f. 0. b. factory. A little buying is reported within the 
range noted in full standard grades. A steady offering is 
reported, but with no pressure to sell. New Jersey No. 3s and 
No. ros are firm, but buyers are taking only what is essential 


for their present needs. A sale of 1,000 cases of No. 10s was 
reported at $2.90 f. 0. b. factory. Not much interest is reported 
in futures. 

Peas.—A good deal of inquiry has developed for southern 
medium grades and more sales have been made than is usual 
for the season. One sale was reported at 87%c. here. Stand- 
ards are held in nearly all instances at 92%c. to gsc. here. 
Fine grades attract little attention. A bid of 95c. delivered was 
refused for a lot of extra standards. Western sifted stock has 
sold in some instances around $1.05 delivered. Wisconsin 
futures have sold readily, but no other variety has attracted 
much attention. 

Corn.—State and Maine fancy grades are firm and holders 
are not anxious to sell excepting in a jobbing way. Plenty of 
western offerings are noted and the market is rather weak, 
especially on the low grades. Southern Maine style is held at 
75c. for standards, up to 8234c. for extra standards f. o. b. 
factory. A good deal of future stock is reported held at 65c. 
f. o. b. factory, but no buying has been done even at that figure. 
State futures are held at 65c. f. 0. b. factory. Inquiry has 
increased, but not much actual business has developed. 

Asparagus.—The market is firm with a tendency toward 
a higher level Buying is confined to small lots. 

Spinach.—The market is a bit more active in some quar- 
ters, but no change in price has occurred. 

Beans.—Not much interest is shown in any variety. The 
situation remains unchanged, with sales chiefly in small lots. 
Holders are confident and will not allow concessions. 

Succotash.—The market remains unchanged, with desira- 
ble qualities held high and demand reduced for the time. The 
supply is said to be ample. 

Apples.—A higher market is expected on all offerings of 
fancy No. 10 apples, but there seems to be little interest in state 
stock at $2.85 f.o.b. factory. A little low grade stock can be

1os are held with more confidence. Pennsylvania stock is a 
shade firmer. 

Peaches.—A good demand is noted and sales of No. 10 pie 
grades Southern pack, are noted at $3 oo f o.b. factory. Peeled 
pies are also firmer. Some lots of Californias are said to be held 
off the market in anticipation of a rise in value. Extra stand- 
ards have been sold at $1.50 for 234s while extras are reported 
held up to $1.80. 

Pears.—A moderate repuest is noted, with increased in- 
quiry for California grades. Southern stock is held steady as 
quoted. 

Apricots.—A fair local demand has developed, but general 
interest seems to be slow. 

Small Fruits.—Holders are confident of the future and re- 
fuse to consider anything but full outside prices. 

Pineapples.—A fair trade is noted in best grades and the 
price teudency is upward. 

Salmon.—A decided firmness is noted in all offerings of red 
Alaska despite recent liberal arrivals. Little or nothing is left 
in first hands and most sales are now made from second hands. 
Sales have been made in a number of instances up to $1.72% 
here and some holders are quoting $1.75. A good deal of stock 
has come forward to jobbers on contract and it is said that a 
good deal is being distributed to retailers on orders booked in 
advance. Little pink is obtainable under $1.30 and in some in- 
stances holders have obtained $1.35. Medium red is moving 
out under a fair call. Columbia river and sockeye are held 
about as quoted, but very little stock is available, even in second 
hands. 

Sardines.—Domestic grades are very firm, but the market 
is quiet. Stocks in packers’ hands are small. A better move- 
ment is expected now that the New Year has opened. Imported 
goods are in fair demand and firmer. 


Oysters.—A fair interest is noted and reports from the 
South indicate that a high tendency is close at hand. Sellers 
are already firmer in their views and the prospect is for higher 
values shortly. 

Lobster.—Holders are confident in their views and the sit- 
uation apparently warrants the supposition that higher prices 
will shortly prevail. HUuDsON. 


A Special Train to the Milwaukee Convention. 


Mr. Leonard G. Kraft has notified us that arrangements have been 
made with the Pennsylvania Railroad to run a special equipped steel train 
to the Milwaukee Convention. This train will consist of one stateroom 
car, and regular drawing-room section cars. It will leave Union Station, 
Baltimore, on Sunday evening, February 5, 1911, at 8.55, and the Phila- 
delphia section will leave Broad Street Station, Philadelphia, Sunday 
evening, February 5, at 8.40, joining as a solid train at Harrisburg, Pa., 
and running through on special schedule to Milwaukee without change 
of cars. 

One way fare from Baltimore to Milwaukee is $18.70. A party rate 
of 10 or more from Baltimore to Chicago is offered at $15.40. The rail- 
roads west of Chicago do not make a party rate; but the regular fare from 
Chicago to Milwaukee is $1.70, making the rate for a party of 1o or more 
$17.10 to Milwaukee. 

The one way fare fro: Philadelphia to Milwaukee is $19.95. The 
party rite of 10 or more from Philadelphia is $ 6 35, and adding the $1.70 
from Chicago to Milwaukee makes the fare on party rate to Milwau- 
kee $18 05. 

The Pullman rates from either Baltimore or Philadelphia are the 
same, and are as follows: Berth, $5.00; section, $10; stateroom, $14.00; 
drawing room, $18.00. 

As this train will have cars leaving from both Philadelphia and Balti- 
more, it will be necessary for the railroad company to know not later 
than January 25th how many will leave from each place. Reservations 
for lower berths must be made early, as the number in each car is limited.

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California Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN FRANCIScO, CAaL., December 31, 1910 

A General Cleanup.—Both orders and inquiries being 
received by packers of California canned goods are unusually 
heavy for this season of the year, and everything points to an 
early cleaning up of the entire list. In no line are there large 
stocks, and it is believed that there will not be a can of Califor- 
nia fruit or vegetable in first hands when the packing of the 
new season’s crop commences. The December demand has been 
one of the heaviest on record, and some exceedingly heavy pur- 
chases have been made in this market by the United States 
Government for army, navy and Panama Canal use. In fact 
the Government purchases have been the feature of business 
here during the past few weeks. Shippers have been very 
active of late dispatching goods to foreign countries to fill orders 
received early in the season, and the bulk of the export business 
is now over. However, there are some small orders being 
received even now, and smali shipments will go forward from 
time totime. The Griffith-Durney Co. is supplying figures 
indicating that direct shipments of canned salmon to England 
have totaled 341,242 cases to date. There has also been shipped 
to this country canned fruits to the exient of 462,050 cases. 
Stocks are being depleted very rapidly, and from now on it is 
anticipated that foreign buyers will secure but little here, owing 
to the fact that in but few cases can their requirements be filled. 
In some lines stocks are down to such low compass that the 
Coast demand can care for all that is on hand, and in others 
sales have been so heavy for foreign and eastern account that 


there will not be enough left to meet Coast needs. Taking it 
all in all the season has been a highly satisfactory one for can- 
ners for they have been enabled not only to clean up a large 
pack, but have disposed of a large carry-over pack as well. 
Prices have been kept relatively low in order to stimulate the 
demand, and this is to be a policy of Coast packers in the future 
as they are preparing to handle large packs at a smaller percent- 
age of profit rather than small packs at high selling prices. 
1911 Prospects Good.—The outlook for 1911 is highly 
pleasing from the standpoint of the sales department, as the 
indications are that the market will be well cleaned up before a 
new pack can be made ready, but there is a question as to 
whether crops in this State will be of normal size then. Con- 
ditions are exceedingly unfavorable at the present time although, 
of course, there is ample time for a change for the better. 
To date the rainfall has been very light, averaging only about 
one-third of the normal record, and farming operations have 
been seriously curtailed. Practically no snow has fallen in the 
mountains and irrigation is out of the question. Orchards gen- 
erally throughout the State are in splendid shape, the under- 
ground water supply being ample, but a dry year would mean a 


greatly desreased fruit yield. Rains are badly needed and a 
big downpour at this time would mean millions of dollars to 
the State. 

Peaches Scarce.—The heaviest demand that has been 
experienced of late has been for canned peaches, which have 
been in larger supply than other fruits, and stocks of these have 
been so materially reduced that extensive withdrawals will be 
made within a short time. The demand for freestones has been 
particularly heavy, and stocks of these are now decidedly 
limited. There are still some of the higher grades of freestones 
to be had, but No. 8 goods and water and pie grades are about 
exhausted. 

Pears.—Bartlett pears are getting into small compass and 
standards are now bringing a slightly increased price. Some 
can still be had at $1.60, but some packers are asking $1.65.

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Apricots.—About the only apricots that are now to be had 
from first hands are the strictly fancy grades, and there have 
been withdrawals of these of late by some packers. The demand 
now being experienced is centering around standards and extra 
standards which are quoted at $1.20 and $1.40 respectively. 

Pineapples.—James Dole, one of the Jeading pineapple 
packers in the Hawaiian Islands, is now here and announces 
that the pack of pineapple is now virtually out of first hands 
and that jobbers now control the situation. Absolutely no diffi- 
culty was experienced in moving the big pack of 1910, and a 
greatly increased pack will be put up in 1911, as new plants are 
_ being installed and new plantations are coming into bearing. 

Tomatoes Firm.--A much better feeling is now being 
experienced in this market in regard to tomatoes, as the small 
packers who were compelled to dispose of their pack early in 
the season are no longer to be reckoned with, and the situation 
is now in strong hands. Quotations remain the same, but there 
is now no shading of rates and nothing is being offered for less 
than 7oc. Solid pack goods are firmer than they have been at 
any time since the packing season commenced. Other vegeta- 
bles are well cleaned up, squash and pumpkin being about out 
of first hands, with peas in but limited quantities. The light 
pack of string beans was disposed of early in the season. 

Pure Food.—The Board of Supervisors of San Francisco 
are preparing to adopt the McCarthey Act, the California Pure 
Food Law, as a city ordinance in order that more speedy action 
can be taken in regard to alleged violations of the law. 

Salmon.—The State Bureau of Statistics of the State of 
Washington has just issued a statement to the effect that the 
output of the fisheries of that State during 1910 will total close 
to $14,000. The salmon pack in the Puget Sound district is 
placed at 1,532,068 cases valued ai $8,416,486.65. In addition, 
fresh, salted and smoked fish to the value of $3,284,555 were 
marketed, as well as oysters valued at $310,000, crabs valued at 


$50,000, clams at $50,000, and shrimp valued at $35,263. 
Fully three-quarters of the fish catch was packed in cans. 

During the season just closed a pack of 20,000 cases of 
salmon was put up on Gray’s Harbor, Wash., by the Pacific 
Fisheries Co., this being the largest pack ever handled at Aber- 
deen. The pack consisted of 9,000 cases of silversides, 7,000 
cases of chums and 4,000 cases of chinooks. 

The Griffith-Durney Co. has just completed a compilation 
of the pack of salmon in Alaska during the past season as fol- 
lows: Reds, 1-lb. talls, 1,318,697 cases; 1-lb. flats, 38,239; 
half-flats, 26,949; 2-lb. nominals, 2,180. Kings, 1-lb. talls, 
41,650. Medium reds, 1-lb. talls, 110,219; 1-lb. flats, 2,136; ~ 
half-flats, 291. Pinks, 1-lb. talls, 585,971; 1-lb. flats, 7,807; 
half-flats, 5,891. Chums, 1-lb. talls, 235,838. As compared 
with the 1909 pack the figures show a falling off of 217,000 
cases in reds and 6,000 cases in Kings, with an increase of 
64,000 cases of medium reds, 96,300 of pinks, and 151,700 cases 
of chums. The total pack in 1910 was 2,415,868 cases as com- 
pared with 2,332,806 cases in 1909. The combined salmon 
packs of Alaska, British Columbia and Puget Sound for 1910 
show an aggregate output of 3,690,586 cases, the largest ‘‘lean’’ 
year on record. 

From the Northwest comes news that Libby, McNeil & 
Libby, of Chicago, are negotiating for the purchase of ten 
salmon canneries in Alaska, owned by the Northwestern Fish- 
eries Co., a Guggenheim corporation. The price to be paid is 
reported to be $1,000,000. Seven sailing vessels are to be 
included in the deal. BERKELEY.

Russian Fruit in England. 


[From Consul-General John H. Snodgrass, Moscow. ] 

On account of the failure of the fruit crop in the Tyrol, and 
the reported poor prospects in the United States and Canada, 
inquiry has been made by the Administration of Railroads to 
the Anglo-Russian Board of Trade at St. Petersburg as to 
whether the conditions of the English market would favor the 
importation of Russian fruit. 

The Anglo-Russian Board of Trade was also requested to 
assist the Russian fruit exporters by means of supplying them 
with proper information and timely directions as to reliable 
firms, conditions of shipments, etc. 

The Board of Trade has replied to the Administration of 
Railroads, stating that at present in London, and, in fact, in 
the whole of England, there is an increased interest in Russian 
fruits, especially apples, due to the inferior crops that are 
reported from the United States and Canada fruit-growing 
sections that supply in the main the English market; with this, 
the Board of Trade has also transmitted information as to Eng- 
lish fruit-trading firms, what is required in assorting, the pack- 
ing of the fruit for the markets, etc. 

However, it is the opinion of the Board of Trade that the 
export of fruit to England can hardly be counted upon to 
assume great proportions at once on account of the general 
unpreparedness of the Russian exporters and their insufficient 
acquaintance with the demands of the fruit market. Hence, 


’ for the present year, they will be compelled to limit their activi- 


ties to experimental and trial shipments only.

ad EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


A prominent canned goods broker has offered to stand half 
the expense of an advertisement on canned goods in his local 
paper, and believes that if the jobbers and distributers were 
properly approached they would stand the other half. 

This is not only good advertising for canned goods, but 
good advertising for the canned goods packers. We have seen 
jobbers sending out tomatoes at 85c., which they had bought at 
62%c., and we should think they would be glad to continue 
such a “‘good thing,’’ and to spend their money to continue it. 
A little of this spirit in every town of any size would soon send 
canned goods booming—the broker would make an increased 
profit on the sales, and the jobber also—the advertising would 
pay them, and pay them toa larger proportion than it would 
the canner. The next step would be to insist upon the retail- 
er’s making canned goods one of their features. The jobber’s 
and the retailer’s profits on canned goods are nearly always 
greater than the packer’s. But you will never get it if you do 
not ask for it—so make the suggestion to your broker and 
your jobber. 


Right along the above lines, here is a man actually from 
Missouri, but literally wants to be ‘‘shown’’ why? He says: 


“I thought I would drop you a few lines to let you hear from this part 
of the country. I have a small cannery and I dispose of most of my 
canned product in our county; but I sell direct to the retailers, and dis- 
pose of all my canned goods that way. I pack two grades of tomatoes. 
Now what I want to know is, how a canner can sel] his product for 67%c. 


to 72%4c. per dozen. I cannot understand how the canner can make any 
profit out of his goods, and fill the cans full of good ripe tomatoes, This 
year I have sold my crop at 85c. for standard and goc. for my best brand. 
Now if I had to ship these goods onto the market, pay commissions and 
freight, I would have to close up my factory. 

“T raise the bulk of my stuff on my own farms, and can the surplus of 
my orchards, and we do the work ourselves, and I believe I can do it as 
cheaply as anyone. Of course I know that I am not fixed to can as some 
canners ; but look at the expense they have for help. I know four or five 
large canneries that were built five years ago, and they are all shut down 
now, because they could not pay expenses. I don’t see any use canning 
stuff for nothing. Ifthe canners would put their goods into the retail 
stores at 75c. per dozen they would ask roc. per can for them from the 
consumer, I think the retail merchant wants too much profit. I think if 
he pays 75c. for his tomatoes he should sell them at three cans for a 
quarter. Last year I sold tomatoes at 8oc. delivered to the store, and he 
sold them at roc. the can. Do yousee? What are we going to do? Are 
we going to just work for the benefit of the retailer? 

“I would like some canner to write, through THE TRADE, how he can 
figure a profit out of his tomatoes at less than 8oc , figuring cans, fruit, 
unloading cans, help, cases, labels, commission and so forth, I would 
like to write to that canner and see if the people in his neighborhood raise 
and pick and haul the tomatoes to his factory for nothing. I can’t get 
them to raise tomatoes here that way. 

‘‘T remain, yours truly, 
‘*Farmington, Mo.’’ 


On all sides, at this season of the year, is seen the figure of 
poor old Father Time, with his sythe, and this should bring to 
mind the fact that upon canned goods this old gentleman has 
absolutely no effect. There is no new or old year with respect 
to canned goods. Like Tennyson’s Brook, ‘‘Time may come 
and time may go, but canned goods go on forever’’—being 
good, if they were good when first put up. Messrs. C. W. 
Baker & Sons, of Aberdeen, Md., recently received a letter from 
a housewife in Bangor, Me., bearing striking testimony of this 
truth. This letter, dated December 23, reads: 


“‘I stop in the midst of a very busy day to write you a letter 
of appreciation. In leaving my home at Orchard Lake, Mich., 
in the summer of 1903, I expected to go to housekeeping soon 
after, and so had packed with other goods whatever fruits and 
vegetables were on hand at the time. I have boarded the 
greater part of the time. But am now housekeeping. I have 
just opened a can of tomatoes put up by you and they are just 
as sweet and perfect as when you put them into the can. 

“It is nearly eight years since I left the Lake, and as I left 
in August it is altogether probable that they were canned the 
year before. 

‘Tl honor good work in any line and feel that this acknowl- 
edgement is simply your due. 

“‘T am going to the Pacific Coast soon and shall take the 
remaining cans with me.’’ 


We are just in receipt of an interesting series of letters, 
which have passed between Secretary Gorrell and Dr. Otto 
Hehner, a public analyst of England, with relation to canned 
goods; especially in reference to the question, salts of tin. They 
make most interesting and instructive reading but, unfortu- 
nately, lack of space this week prevents our publishing them. 
They will appear, however, next week, and we advise every 
canner to peruse them carefully, and digest the facts contained, 
for future reference. The question is now before the public, 
and unless every canner is able to defend himself and his indus- 
try, both he and his goods will be condemned; and he will not 
be able to defend himself unless he makes at least a slight study 
of the question. These letters greatly aid along this line. 


Our readers must have noted in last week’s issue the splen- 
did article on canned goods from the pen of J. A. Lee. This 
article was especially written for the Chicago Examiner, and 
published in their great New Year’s Number, thus meeting the 
eyes of possibly 5,000,000 readers. This is the sort of work 


that will rapidly build up the canned goods business, and ren- 
der it impervious to the attacks of muck-rakers and ‘‘half 


‘ 
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baked’’ daily newspaper reporters. We think Mr. Lee deserves 
the thanks of the whole industry for this work, for it was 
handled as only such a master of the situation as he could 
handle it, and so interestingly written that few could commence 
it without going to the end. It was a great ‘boost for canned 
foods.

Groceries in Mexican Cities. 


Grocery stores in Guadalajara are of two kinds—those 
which make a specialty of liquors and those which do not. 
Both carry the ordinary stocks of canned goods, etc. The 
average stock of the latter will consist of 85 per cent. of Ameri- 
can goods, 5 per cent. of English, and the balance French and 
Mexican products. 

There is another noticeable differeuce. Should the store 
be owned by a Frenchman, there is a greater percentage of 
French canned goods and less of American. The same is true 
if the proprietor is an Italian or other European, indicating the 
value to any country of having some of its citizens in foreign 
trade centers to stimulate demand for home-made goods to 
which they are accustomed. 


Mexican rice, sugar, flour, salt, laundry soap, candles, 
brooms, coffee, biscuits, and crackers are sold, as a heavy pro- 
tective tariff keeps out foreign products of this class. 

English stock consists chiefly of preserves of large variety 
and good quality, also various teas, breakfast foods, etc. The 
English preserves are well known for quality, but grocers have 
told me that they order them at times just to be sure not only 
of quality, but that the packing will be first class, and they 
would oftener order some good brand of American preserves 
were they sure of having the goods arrive unbroken and as 
ordered, because a shipment from the United States arrives 
more promptly than from England. 

French goods are sardines, mushrooms, olives, and olive oil. 

American goods are canned meats, oleomargarine, preserves, 
pickles, baking powder, coffee, condensed milk, fine laundry, 
and cleaning soaps, hams, bacon, cheese, plug and smoking 
tobacco, chewing gum, nuts and dried fruits, mops, fireless 
cookers, etc.

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Penalties in Pure Food Cases. 


A contemporary in an interesting editorial, dilates on the 
extraordinary variations in the sentences of Federal Courts in 
cases brought before them under the provisions of the Pure 
Food Act. Some of the defendants convicted of infractions of 
the law of an apparently venial character were sentenced to pay 
fines of $25, while others convicted of the more serious offense 
of actual adulteration were let off with nominal fines of from 
one to five dollars apiece, and in some instances, with a warn- 
ing. Our contemporary thinks the inequalities of these sen- 
tences to be due to the different viewpoints of the judges, and 
a failure to realize the more serious features of the offenses; 
resulting in a seeming travesty of justice. 

We are of the opinion that there is another reason for the 
ascending and descending scale of penalties, which hes been 
overlooked. It appears to be the policy of the Federal authori- 
ties to lay a light hand on those whose peccadilloes are only just 
within the boundary of the law, and who plead guilty with an 
evident desire to go ansin no more. Others erred rather than 
sinned, without a full consciousness of wrong-doing. These, 
however, who were defiant and fought the cases on technicalities 
received harsher treatment. Government officials have express- 
ed themselves as favoring the lightest sentences possible on first 
convictions, the warning note of the prosecution being deemed 
sufficient. 

But if our courts are to be criticised for the peculiarity of 
some of their sentences what shall be said of the penalty recent- 
ly imposed by an English judge on a grocer for selling lard con- 
sisting of 100 per cent of foreign fat. 

The words Pure Vegetable Lard formed the legend on the 
wrapper, and the prosecution did not claim any adulteration of 
the article but an improper use of the word ‘‘lard’’ which it was 
argued could be applied only to the product of ‘‘hog fat.’’

On the other hand defendant’s counsel maintained that no 
deception was practiced or intended. The word ‘‘lard’’ was a 
generic term and the label plainly designated the article 
in question as ‘‘vegetable’’ lard. On examination the public 
analyst testified that the sample offered in evidence was a vege- 
table fat—cocoanut oil in fact. It was pure and, he thought, 
wholesome. The verdict of the court was ‘‘guilty as charged’’ 
and a fine of $50 with costs was imposed. Compared with the 
English judge our judges are as ‘‘sucking doves’’ in pure food 
prosecutions, and American delinquents may derive some little 
comfort from the fact that they live on the Western shores of 
the Atlantic.—GROcER AND COUNTRY MERCHANT, San Fran- 
cisco, Cal.

Under date of December 21, 1910, we received the follow- 
ing letter from the Department of Commerce and Labor, the 


same having been addressed to THE TRADE, in care of that 
department by the Consul-General at the port of Buenos Aires, 
Argentina. It is self-explanatory 

‘‘In reply to your favors of July 6 and August 10, 1910, 
I would state that, while our canned goods cannot compete 
with the local product, there would appear to be a good market 
here for canned corn, vegetables, apples, pears, peaches and 
large quantities of canned salmon, lobsters and sardines are 
sold. The label or wrapper of all canned goods sent here 
should be printed in Spanish. In spite of the nine fruit and 
vegetable packing houses in Buenos Aires, and the imports of 
Chilean goods, our products hold their own. A list of the 
leading Buenos Aires grocery importers is on file at the Bureau 
of Manufactures, Department of Commerce and Labor, Wash- 
ington, D. C. Daily consular and trade reports for July 23, 
1g9to, contains a report from this office on the grocery market 
in Argentina.
